STATISTIQUES DES MESSAGERIES 


This annual report provides details of the 
operations of railway express companies for 
1955. A short historical resume was given in 
the edition for 1949. The express services of 
motor carriers and airlines are included in the 
annual reports ‘‘Motor Carriers, Freight and 
Passengers’’ and ‘‘Civil Aviation’’ but are not 
separable. There tends to be some overlapping 
in reporting express statistics. Airlines often 
utilize the pick-up and delivery facilities of the 
railway express companies, and express service 
to off-rail points is sometimes arranged through 
licenced motor-carriers, while the airlines also 
carry some rail-express shipments on an ‘‘as 
available’’ basis. 


The tables which follow present. the financial 
and operating statistics of express companies in 
~Canada for the calendar year 1955. The Canadian 
Pacific Express Company, a subsidiary of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, handles that company’s 
express business. Express services of the Canadian 
National System and the Norther Alberta Railways 
are carried on by departments of the two railway 
companies while the Railway Express Agency 
operates mainly over the Canadian sections of 
United States railways. There are thus two express 
companies and two express departments of rail- 
ways carrying on railway express business in 
Canada. All statistics of the express departments 
of the Canadian National System and the Northern 
AlbertaRailways are also included in the Bureau’s 
annual report on railway transport statistics. 
Whereas, only the net operating results of the 
Canadian Pacific Express Company are carried 
over into the income account of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. The Railway Express Agency 
Inc. is owned by 70 Class 1 U.S. railways and net 
profits are apportioned according to the gross 
express revenues on lines party to. the agency 
agreement. Any net revenue reported in Canada 
usually equals taxes levied. 


Review of 1955 results 


Gross earnings of the four express companies 
operating in Canada in 1955 amounted to 
$73,434,962, an increase of $3,395,908 or 4.8 per 
cent over the previous year. Operating expenses 
advanced to a lesser degree rising $559,029 or 1.2 
per cent to $48,726,272 while express privileges, 
which is that portion of the earnings payable to 
the railways for carrying the express, rose by 
$2,780,267 from $20,753,503 to $23,533,770. As 
a result net operating revenue before taxes 
amounted to $1,174,920 compared with $1,118,308 
in 1954 and the net income was up $83,252 to 
$656,119 from $572,867. 


1955 


Le présent rapport annuel porte sur 1’exploitation 
des sociétés de messageries ferroviaires en 1955. 
L’édition de 1949 contenait une bréve rétrospective. 
Les services de messagerie des_ transporteurs 
routiers et aérienne figurent dans les rapports annuels 
‘‘Voiturage motorisé, marchandises et voyageurs’’ et 
‘*Aviation civile’’, mais ils ne peuvent en etre 
séparés. La statistique des messageries fait parfois 
double emploi. Les lignes aériennes empruntent 
souvent les services de ramassage et de livraison 
des sociétés de messageries des chemins de fer, et 
la livraison par messagerie aux endroits non desser- 
vis par les chemins de fer se fait parfois par l’en- 
tremise des transporteurs routiers autorisés, tandis 
que les lignes aériennes transportent aussi, quand 
elles le peuvent, une certaine quantité de marchan- 
dises confiées aux messageries ferroviaires. 


Les tableaux qui suivent présentent la statis- 
tique des finances et de l’exploitation des sociétés 
de messagerie du Canada pour l’année civile 1955. 
Filiale du chemin de fer Pacifique-Canadien, la 
Canadian Pacific Express Company s’occupe des 
messageries de la compagnie-mére. Les messageries 
du National-Canadien et de la Northern Alberta Rail- 
ways relévent de divisions de ces chemins de fer. 
La Railway Express Agency s’occupe surtout des 
secteurs canadiens des chemins de fer américains. 
On compte ainsi deux sociétés de. messagerie et deux 
services ferroviaires qui s’occupent de messagerie 
au Canada. Toutes les données statistiques des 
services de messagerie du National-Canadien et de 
la Northern Alberta Railways sont aussi comprises 
dans le rapport annuel du Bureau sur la statistique 
du transport ferroviaire. En conséquence, seuls 
les résultats nets d’exploitation de la Canadian 
Pacific Express Company sont portés au compte du 
revenu du chemin de fer Pacifique-Canadien. La 
Railway Express Agency Inc. est la propriété de 70 
sociétés ferroviaires de premiére classe des Etats- 
Unis et tous les profits nets sont répartis d’aprés les 
recettes brutes des messageries sur les lignes qui 
participent a l’entente. Tous les revenus nets dé- 
clarés au Canada sont ordinairement égaux aux taxes. 


Exploitation en 1955 


Les recettes brutes des quatre sociétés de messa- 
geries en activité au Canada en 1955 ont totalisé 
$73,434,962, soit $3,395,908 ou 4.8 p. 100 de plus 
qu’en 1954. Les dépenses d’exploitation ont moins 
augmenté, soit de $559,029 ou de 1.2 p. 100, pour 
atteindre $48,726,272, tandis que les frais de trans- 
port, c’est-a-dire la partie des recettes payables aux 
chemins de fer pour l’acheminement des messageries, 
se sont accrus de $2,780,267 (de $20,753,503 a 
$23,533,770). Le bénéfice net d’exploitation (avant 
les impots) s’est chiffré par $1,174,920 contre 
$1,118,308 en 1954 et le revenu net a augmenté de 
$83,252, soit de $572,867 4 $656,119. 


Capital reported at the end of the year totalled 
$7,184,323, down slightly from $7,276,870 while 
investments in real property and equipment 
increased to $8,253,055 from $7,916,906. 


The value of financial paper issued during the 
year increased to $162,413,878 with money order 
sales at $133,479,411 accounting for 82.2 per 
cent of the total. In 1954 the amount of financial 
paper issued totalled $159,777,046 of which 
$130,807,463 or 81.9 per cent was derived from 
issuances of money orders. 


Salaries and wages paid the 11,577 full time 
employees engaged in the industry amounted to 
$36,143,001, this compares with 11,436 employees 
and $35,823,452 reported one year earlier. Sixteen 
part time workers employed by the Express Depart- 
ment of the Northern Alberta Railways earned 
$57,738 in 1955 as against 14 employees and 
$58,836 in 1954. Commissions paid during the year 
under review totalled $2,745,259, an increase of 
$53,819 over the previous year total of $2,691,440. 


Mileage of routes operated in 1955 totalled 
65,916.40 compared with 68,373.20 miles in 1954. 
In Canada the mileage was 62,858.29 down 
2,537.80 from 65,396.09 in 1954.

Les traitements et salaires payés aux 11,577 em- 
ployés de plein temps se sont chiffrés par$36,143,001 
contre $35,823,452 payés 4 11,436 employés en 1954. 
Les 16 employés a temps partiel du Service des 
messageries des Northern Alberta Railways ont touché 
$57,738 en 1955 contre $58,836 touchés en 1954 par 
14 employés. Les commissions payées en 1955 ont 
totalisé $2,745,259, soit une augmentation de $53,819 
sur 1954 ($2,691,440).

The Canadian 
Pacific Express Company, a subsidiary of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, handles that company’s 
express business. Express services of the Canadian 
National System and the Northern Alberta Railways 


are carried on by departments of the two railway 


companies while the Railway Express Agency 
operates mainly over the Canadian sections of 
United States railways. There arethus two express 
companies and two express departments of rail- 
ways carrying on railway express business in 
Canada. All statistics of the express departments 
of the Canadian National System and the Northern 
Alberta Railways are also included in the Domin- 
ion Bureau of Statistics annual report on railway 
transport statistics. Whereas, only the net operat- 
ing results of the Canadian Pacific Express Com- 
pany are carried over into the income account of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. The Railway Ex- 
press Agency Inc. is owned by 70 Class 1 U.S. 
railways and net profits are apportioned according 
to the gross express revenues on lines partyto the 
agency agreement. Any net revenue reported in 
Canada usually equals taxes levied. 


Review of 1956 Results 


The adoption in 1956 of the new ‘‘Uniform 
Classification of Accounts’’ by the Canadian 
National Railways and the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company has resulted in a minor change in 
the presentation of revenue and expense accounts 
as compared with previous years. Although the 
Northern Alberta Railways and the Railway 
Express Agency did not report on this new basis, 
their statistics have been presented in such a 
manner as to be comparable with the C.N.R. and 
C.P.R. 


1956 


Le présent rapport annuel porte sur l’exploitation 
des sociétés de messageries ferroviaires en 1956. 
L’édition de 1949 contenait une bréve rétrospective. 
Les services de messSagerie des_ transporteurs 
routiers et aérienne figurent dans les rapports annuels 
‘‘Voiturage motorisé, marchandises et voyageurs’’ et 
‘‘Aviation civile’’, mais ils ne peuvent en. étre 
séparés. La statistique des messageries fait parfois 
double emploi. Les lignes aériennes empruntent 
souvent les services de ramassage et de livraison 
des sociétés de messageries des chemins de fer, et 
la livraison par messagerie aux endroits non desser- 
vis par les chemins de fer se fait parfois par 1’en- 
tremise des transporteurs routiers autorisés, tandis 
que les lignes aériennes transportent aussi, quand 
elles le peuvent, une certaine quantité de marchan- 
dises confiées aux messageries ferroviaires. 


Les tableaux qui suivent présentent la statis- 
tique des finances et de l’exploitation des sociétés 
de messagerie du Canada pour l’année civile 1956. 
Filiale du chemin de fer Pacifique-Canadien, la 
Canadian Pacific Express Company s’occupe des 
messageries de la compagnie-mére. Les messageries 
du National-Canadien et de la Northern Alberta 
Railways relévent de divisions de ces chemins de fer. 
La Railway Express Agency s’occupe surtout des 
secteurs canadiens des chemins de fer américains. 
On compte ainsi deux sociétés de messagerie et deux 
services ferroviaires qui s’occupent de messagerie 
au Canada. Toutes les données statistiques des 
services de messagerie du National-Canadien et de 
la Northern Alberta Railways sont aussi comprises 
dans le rapport annuel du Bureau sur la statistique 
du transport ferroviaire. En conséquence, seuls 
les résultats nets d’exploitation de la Canadian 
Pacific Express Company sont portés au compte du 
revenu du chemin de fer Pacifique-Canadien. La 
Railway Express Agency Inc. est la propriété de 70 
sociétés ferroviaires de premiére classe des Etats- 
Unis et tous les profits nets sont répartis d’aprés les 
recettes brutes des messageries sur les lignes qui 
participent a l’entente. Tous les revenus nets dé- 
clarés au Canada sont ordinairement égaux aux taxes. 


Exploitation en 1956 


A la suite de l’adoption, en 1956, de la nouvelle 
“‘Classification uniforme des comptes’’ par le 
National-Canadien et le Pacifique-Canadien, la pré- 
sentation des recettes et dépenses différe un peu de 
celle des années passées. Bien que la Northern 
Alberta Railways et 1’Agence ferroviaire des messa-— 
geries n’aient pas tenu compte de cette classification 
dans leurs rapports, leur statistique a été rectifiée de 
facon a étre comparable 4 celle du National-Canadien 
et du Pacifique-Canadien. 


Gross receipts of the four express companies 
operating in Canada during 1956 climbed to an 
all-time high of $88,012,718. This was $14,577,756 
or 19.9 per cent more than the $73,434,962 earned 
in the previous year. However, increased revenues 
were accompanied by still higher expenditures 
which rose quite sharply to $60,180,066 from 
$48,726,272 or by 23.5 per cent. Express privi- 
leges, which is that portion of the earnings pay- 
able to the railways for carrying the express, 
was also considerably higher at $27,114;672 
advancing 15.2 per cent from $23,533,770. The 
resulting net operating revenue after taxes amount- 
ed to $717,980, an increase of 77.8 per cent over 
the $403,794 netted in 1955. 


Investment in property and equipment was 
placed at $12,915,793 against $8,253,055 one 
year earlier. This sharp increase is due to the 
addition of miscellaneous physical property 
detail not previously presented in this report. 


The value of all financial paper issued, 
increased slightly to $166,290,232 in 1956 from 
$162,413,878 in the preceding year. In the year 
under review, money order sales were appreciably 
higher at $137,713,945 in comparison with 
$133,479,411 in 1955. Sale of travellers’ cheques 
were also higher amounting to $8,450,960 against 


$8,110,137, while ‘‘C.0.D.’’ cheques and tele- , 


graphic transfer issuances were slightly less 
at $19,985,044 and $140,283 respectively. 


Equipment data showing the number of road 
and platform vehicles used in the express opera- 
tions, is presented on page 6 for the first time. 
The number of road vehicles owned and operated 
by the four express firms in 1956 totalled 2,669, 
of which 1,990 are employed in the express 
business while 679 are use in cartage services. 


Salaries and wages paid the 12,431 full-time 
employees engaged in the industry amounted 
to $40,940,878 indicating an average annual wage 
of $3,293. In 1955, the 11,577 full-time employees 
earned $36,143,001 for an average $3,122 annually. 
Seventeen part-time workers employed by the ex- 
press department of the Northern Alberta Railways 
earned $40,891 in 1956 as against 16 employees 
and $37,412 in the preceding year. Commissions 
paid to others than employees during the year 
totalled $3,044,285, up $299,026 from $2,745,259 
in 1955. 


During the year Canadians had express 
services available over a land, sea and air dis- 
tance of 67,983.6 miles compared with 65,916.4 
miles a year earlier. 


Les recettes brutes des quatre sociétés de 
messageries en activité au Canada en 1956 ont atteint 
un sommet de $88,012,718, soit $14,577,756 ou 19.9 
p. 100 de plus qu’en 1955 ($73,434,962). Cependant, 
cette augmentation a été accompagnée de dépenses 
qui ont grimpé 4 $60,180,066, soit 23.5 p. 100 de plus © 
qu’en 1955 ($48,726,272). Les privileges de messa- 
gerie, qui sont cette partie des recettes payables aux 
chemins de fer pour le transport des messageries, ont 
aussi considérablement augmenté, soit $27,114,672 
contre $23,533,770, ou hausse de 15.2 p. 100. La re- 
cette nette d’exploitation, aprés imp6t, a donc été de 
$717,980, soit 77.8 p. 100 de plus qu’en 1955 
($403,794). 


Les immobilisations et les frais d’équipement 
ont atteint $12,915,793, contre $8,253,055 en 1955. 
Cette brusque augmentation est attribuable a l’addi- 
tion de diverses propriétés, dont il est tenu compte 
pour la 1°r¢ fois, 


La valeur: de tous les papiers négociables émis 
a légérement augmenté a $166,290,232 ($162,413,878 
en 1955). Durant l’année étudiée, les ventes de man- 
dats circulaires ont sensiblement augmenté, soit 
$137,713,945 contre $133,479,411. La vente des che- 
ques de voyage a aussi augmenté: $8,450,960 au re- 
gard de $8,110,137; d’autre fait, les émissions de 
cheques ‘‘C.R.’’ et les transferts de fonds par télé- 
graphe ont diminué a $19,985,044 et $140,283 
respectivement. 


Les données sur l’équipement, qui indiquent le 
nombre de véhicules routiers- et de véhicules de quai, 
paraissent a la page 6-pour la 1°© fois. Les quatre 
sociétés de messagerie possédaient 2,669 véhicules, 
routiers en 1956, dont 1,990 servaient au service de 
messagerie et 679 aux services de transport. 


Les salaires et gages versés aux 12,431 employés 
a plein temps de l'industrie se sont chiffrés a 
$40,940,878, soit des gages annuelles moyennes de 
$3,293. En 1955, les 11,577 employés & temps ont 
recu $36,143,001, soit $3,122 en moyenne durant |’an- 
née. Dix-sept ouvriers 4 temps partiel 4 )’emploi du 
service de messagerie de la Northern Alberta Railways — 
ont gagné $40,891 en 1956.au regard de $37,412 ver- 
sés a 16 employés en 1955. Les commissions versées 
a d’autres que les employés ont totalisé $3,044,285, 
soit $299,026 de plus qu’en 1955 ($2,745,259).

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EXPRESS STATISTICS 
STATISTIQUE DES MESSAGERIES 


Presented in this report are statistics of rail- 
way express operations in Canada for the year 
1957. A short historical review of the express 
business is given in the 1949 edition of this pub- 
lication. The express services of motor carriers 
and airlines are included in the annual reports, 
Motor Carriers — Freight, Passenger Bus Statistics, 
and Civil Aviation but are not separable. There 
tends to be some overlapping in reporting express 
statistics. Airlines often utilize the pick-up and 
delivery facilities of the railway express compa- 
nies, and express service to off-rail points is 
sometimes arranged through licenced motor- 
carriers, while the airlines also carry some rail- 
express shipments on an ‘‘as available’’ basis. 


The tables which follow show the financial 
and operating results of five express organiza- 
tions, including for the first time, operations of 
the Algoma Central and Hudson Bay Railway Ex- 
press Department. The Canadian Pacific Express 
Company, a subsidiary of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, handles that Company’s express busi- 
ness, while the express services of the Algoma 
Central and Hudson Bay Railway, the Canadian 
National System and the Northern Alberta Rail- 
ways are carried on by departments of the three 
railway companies. The Railway Express Agency 
operates mainly over the Canadian sections of 
United States lines. ‘The latter company is owned 
by a number of Class 1 U.S. railways and net 
profits are apportioned according to the gross ex- 
press revenues on lines party to the agency agree- 
ment. Any net revenue reported in Canada usually 
equals the amount of taxes levied. 


Review of 1957 Results 


Statistics for the year 1957 have been reported 
in accordance with the new Uniform Classification 
of Accounts. 


The gross receipts from express operations 
dropped 2.7 per cent to $85,630,963 in 1957 from 
the all-time high of $88,012,718 attained in the 
previous year. However, express privileges, (that 
portion of earnings payable to the railways for 
carrying the express), fell to $23,870,836 in con- 
trast to $27,114,672 with the result that total 
operating revenues during 1957 rose 1.4 per cent 
to $61,760,127 as compared with $60,898,046 in 
the earlier year. Operating expenses kept pace 
with revenues, rising to $61,385,390 from 
$60,180,066 or by 2.0 per cent leaving a net oper- 
ating revenue after taxes amounting to $374,737 
as opposed to $717,980 in 1956. 


1957 


Le présent rapport porte sur la statistique de 
l’exploitation des messageries ferroviaires au Canada 
en 1957. L’édition de 1949 contenait une bréve rétros- 
pective. Les services de messagerie des voituriers 
routiers et des services aériens figurent dans les 
rapports annuels Voiturage motorisé —marchandises, 
Statistique des autobus et Aviation civile, mais ils 
ne peuvent en étre séparés, ce gui peut causer parfois 
du double emploi. Les lignes aériennes empruntent 
souvent les services de ramassage et de livraison 
des sociétés de messagerie des chemins de fer, et la 
livraison par messagerie aux endroits non desservis 
par les chemins de fer se fait parfois par 1’entremise 
de voituriers routiers autorisés, tandis que les lignes 
aériennes transportent aussi, quand elles le peuvent, 
une certaine quantité de marchandises confiées aux 
messageries ferroviaires. 


Les tableaux qui suivent présentent la statisti- 
que des finances et de 1’exploitation de cing sociétés 
de messagerie et comprennent pour la premiére fois 
des données sur le service de messagerie du chemin 
de fer Algoma Central and Hudson Bay. La Canadian 
Pacific Express Company, une filiale du chemin de 
fer Pacifique-Canadien, s’occupe des messageries de 
la compagnie mére tandis que les services de mes- 
sagerie de l’Algoma Central et de l’Hudson Bay Rail- 
way, du National-Canadien et de la Northern Alberta 
Railways s’occupent des messageries de ces trois 
sociétés. La Railway Express Agency s’occupe sur- 
tout des secteurs canadiens des chemins de fer amé- 
ricans. Cette derniére société est la propriété d’un 
certain nombre de sociétés ferroviaires américaines 
de premiére classe et tous les bénéfices nets sont 
répartis d’aprés les recettes brutes des messageries 
sur les lignes qui participent a l’entente.

Exploitation en 1957 


La statistique de 1957 a été présentée suivant 
la nouvelle ‘‘Classification uniforme des comptes’’. 


Les recettes brutes de l’exploitation des messa- 
geries ont diminué de 2.7 p. 100 en 1957, pour s’éta- 
blir 4 $85,630,963 au regard du chiffre sans précédent 
de $88,012,718 un an auparavant. Cependant, les 
priviléges de messagerie (partie des recettes paya- 
bles aux chemins de fer pour le transport des messa- 
geries) ont baissé de $27,114,672 a $23,870,836 et 
par suite les recettes totales d’exploitation en 1957 
ont augmenté de 1.4 p.100, soit de $60,898,046 un 
an plus tét a $61,760,127. Les frais d’exploitation ont 
conservé la méme allure que les recettes et ont aug- 
menté de $60,180,066 a $61,385,390 ou de 2 p. 100, ce 
qui laisse des recettes nettes d’exploitation, aprés 
les impG6ts, de $374,737 contre $717,980 en 1956. 


An additional $507,688 was invested in pro- 
perty and equipment during the year, bringing total 
investments at the close of 1957 to $13,423,481. 


The amount of financial paper issued de- 
clined to $162,696,027 from $166,290,232 due 
mainly to decreased sales of domestic and foreign 
money orders which totalled only $134,742,142 
in 1957 in comparison with $137,713,945 in 1956. 
Sales of travellers’ cheques and telegraphic trans- 
fers were higher, while the number of C.O.D. 
cheques was lower. 


Salaries and wages paid the 12,124 full time 
employees engaged in the express business 
amounted to $42,124,517 indicating an average 
annual wage of $3,474. In the previous year 12,431 
employees earned $40,940,878 or an average 
$3,293 annually. Commissions paid to others than 
employees totalled $2,930,514 as against 
$3,044,285 in 1956. 


Express services in Canada were available 
over a total land, sea and air distance of 65,516 
miles during 1957.

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EXPRESS STATISTICS 


STATISTIQUE DES MESSAGERIES 
1958 


Presented in this report are statistics of rail- 
way express operations in Canada for the year 
1958. A short historical review of the express 
business is given in the 1949 edition of this 
publication. The express services of motor 
catriers and airlines are included in the annual 
reports, Motor Carriers — Freight, Passenger Bus 
Statistics, and Civil Aviation but are not separ- 
able. There tends to be some overlapping in 
reporting express. statistics. Airlines often 
utilize the pick-up and delivery facilities of 
the railway express companies, and express 
service to off-rail points is sometimes arranged 
through licenced motor-carriers, while the air- 
lines also carry some rail-express shipments on 
an ‘‘as available’’ basis. 


The tables which follow show the financial 
and operating results of five express organiza- 
tions. The Canadian Pacific Express Company, 
a subsidiary of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
handles that Company’s express’. business, 
while the express services of the Algoma 
Central and Hudson Bay Railway, the Canadian 
National System and the Northern Alberta Rail- 
ways are carried on by departments of the three 
railway companies. The Railway Express Agency 
operates mainly over the Canadian sections 
of United States lines. The latter company col- 
lects the gross revenue and other income from 
express operations, pays its operating expenses, 
taxes, interest, etc., and the remainder known 
as ‘‘rail transportation revenue’’ is distributed 
among and paid to the railroads over which 
express operations are conducted. Thus, the 
Railway Express Agency can have no profit 
nor accumulate any surplus for itself. The Agency 
is owned by @7 class 1 U.S. railroads. 


Review of 1958 Results 


Gross receipts from railway express opera- 
tions rose 1.1 per cent in 1958 to $86,558,161 
from $85,630,963 a year earlier. Express 
privileges (the portion of earnings paid other 
railways for carrying the express packages) 
dropped slightly to $23,797,450 from $23,870,836 
but operating expenses were up 2.2 per cent to 
$62,120,291 from $61,385,390. Thus, net oper- 
ating revenues of the five express firms con- 
ducting business in Canada totalled $640,420 
in 1958 compared with $374,737 a year previous. 


The total investment in property and equip- 
ment at the close of the year under review was 
placed at $15,598,722, an increase of $2,175,241

The 
amount of outstanding capital in 1958 rose slightly 
to $7,597,682 from $7,222,837. 


The value of financial paper handled during 
the year eased to $162,646,263 from $162,696,027. 
A decline of $1.8 million in domestic and foreign 
money order sales and telegraphic transfers 
more than offset a $1.7 million increase in issu- 
ances of ‘‘C.O.D.’’ cheques. 


Employees in the railway express industry 
in 1958, including those engaged full and part 
time, totalled 11,507 as compared with 12,133 
a year earlier. Salaries and wages, meanwhile, 
increased to $42,460,212 in the current year 
from $42,172,398, indicating an average annual 
wage of $3,690 in 1958 against $3,476 in 1957. 
Commissions paid to other than employees 
amounted to $2,963,996 in contrast to $3,044,285. 


During 1958 railway express service was 
available to Canadians over a combined land, 
sea and air distance of some 65,982 miles. This 
compares with 65,516 miles in 1957.

Presented in this report are statistics of rail- 
way express operations in Canada for the year 
1959. A short historical review of the express 
business is given in the 1949 edition of this publi- 
cation. The express services of motor carriers and 
airlines are included in the annual reports, Motor 
Carriers — Freight, Passenger Bus Statistics, and 
Civil Aviation but are not separable. There tends 
to be some overlapping in reporting express statis- 
tics. Airlines often utilize the pick-up and delivery 
facilities of the railway express companies, and 
express service to off-rail points is sometimes ar- 
ranged through licenced motor-carriers, while the 
airlines also carry some rail-express shipments on 
an ‘‘as available’’ basis. 


The tables which follow show the financial 
and operating results of five express organizations. 
The Canadian Pacific Express Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the Canadian Pacific Railway, handles 
that Company’s express business, while the express 
services of the Algoma Central and Hudson Bay 
Railway, the Canadian National System and the 
Northern Alberta Railways are carried on by depart- 
ments of the three railway companies. The Railway 
Express Agency operates mainly over the Canadian 
sections of United States lines. The latter company 
collects the gross revenue and other income from 
express operations, pays its operating expenses, 
taxes, interest, etc., and the remainder known as 
‘frail transportation revenue’’ is distributed among 
and paid to the railroads over which express opera- 
tions are conducted. Thus, the Railway Express 
Agency can have no profit nor accumulate any sur- 
plus for itself. The Agency is owned by 67 class 
1 U.S. railroads. 


Review of 1959 Results 


Operating revenues of the five railway express 
firms conducting business in Canada _ totalled 
$63,773,483 in 1959,up1.6 per cent from $62,760,711 
a year earlier. Operating expenses were up to an 
even greater extent however, rising to $63,194,957, 
or by 1.7 per cent, from $62,120,291. As a result, 
the net operating income declined slightly to 
$578,526 from $640,420. 


A breakdown of operating revenues shows that 
those incidental to transportation totalled $86,733,561 
in 1959 in contrast to $84,477,941 in 1958 while 
other miscellaneous revenues such as customhouse 
brokerage fees, money orders, travellers’ cheques, 
etc. aggregated $2,101,143 in comparison with 
$2,080,220. Express privileges (the portion of 
earnings paid other railways for carrying express 
packages) amounted to $25,061,221 in 1959 
($23,797,450 in 1958) thus reducing operating 
revenues to a total of $63,773,483 ($62,760,711). 


Transportation costs, as in previous years, 
accounted for the major portion of all operating 
expenses. In 1959 this figure was $55,052,938 or 
87.1 per cent of the total while in 1958 these costs 
amounted to $54,177,009 or 87.2 per cent of all 
operating expenses. 


The total investment in express property and 
equipment at the close of 1959 was placed at 
$16,075,776, an increase of $477,054 over the 
$15,598,722 reported in 1958. The amount of out- 
standing capital rose slightly during the year under 
review to $7,720,202 from $7,597,682. 


The value of financial paper issued by railway 
express companies in the year 1959 eased to 
$155,035,926 from $162,646,263 almost entirely as 
a result of a $6.8 million decline in domestic and 
foreign money order sales. 


Employees in the railway express industry 
in Canada, including those engaged full and part 
time, totalled 11,411 in 1959 as compared with 
11,507 a year earlier. Salaries and wages during 
the same period increased slightly however to 
$42,673,976 from $42,460,212, indicating an 
average annual wage of $3,740 in 1959 as against 
$3,690 in 1958. Commissions paid to other than 
employees amounted to $2,985,627 in contrast to 
$2,963,996. 

During 1959 railway express service was avail- 
able to Canadians over a combined land, sea and 
air distance of 67,523 miles. This compares with 
65,982 miles in 1958.

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RAILWAY EXPRESS 
1960 


Presented in this report are statistics of rail- 
way express operations in Canada for the year 
1960. A short historical review of the express 
business is given in the 1949 edition of this publi- 
cation. The express services of motor carriers and 
airlines are included in the annual reports, Motor 
Carriers — Freight, Passenger Bus Statistics, and 
Civil Aviation but are not separable. There tends 
to be some overlapping in reporting express statis- 
tics. Airlines often utilize the pick-up and delivery 
facilities of the railway express companies, and 
express service to off-rail points is sometimes ar- 
ranged through licenced motor-carriers. The airlines 
also carry some rail-express shipments on an ‘‘as 
available’’ basis. 


The tables which follow show the financial 
and operating results of five express organizations. 
The Canadian Pacific Express Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the Canadian Pacific Railway, handles 
that Company’s express business, while the express 
services of the Algoma Central and Hudson Bay 
Railway, the Canadian National System and the 
Northern Alberta Railways are carried on by depart- 
ments of the three railway companies. The Railway 
Express Agency operates mainly over the Canadian 
sections of United States lines. The latter company 
collects the gross revenue and other income from 
express operations, pays its operating expenses, 
taxes, interest, etc., and the remainder known as 
“‘rail transportation revenue’’ is distributed among 
and paid to the railroads over which express opera- 
tions are conducted. Thus, the Railway Express 
Agency can have no profit nor accumulate any sur- 
plus for itself. The Agency is owned by 64 class 
1 U.S. railroads. 


Review of 1960 Results 


Gross receipts of the five railway express 
companies operating inCanada during 1960 declined 
4.3 per cent to $84,986,847 from $88,834,704 a year 
earlier. Express privileges (the portion of earnings 
paid other railways for carrying the express pack- 
ages) ainounted to $23,242,445 in 1960 ($25,061,221 
in 1959) thus reducing operating revenues to 


$61,744,402 as compared with $63,773,483 in the 
previous year. Operating expenses dropped 3.3 per 
cent to $61,123,033 from $63,194,957 and, as a 
result, the net operating income rose to $621,372 
from $578,526 in 1959. 


Express revenues accruing from the transporta- 
tion of express matter and from the use of facilities 
on trains and at stations amounted to $82,866,675 
in 1960 in contrast to $86,733,561 in 1959. Other 
miscellaneous revenues such as_ customhouse 
brokerage fees, money orders, travellers’ cheques, 
etc. totalled $2,120,172 as compared with $2,101,143. 


Transportation expenses, as in the previous 
year, accounted for over 85 per cent of all operating 
costs. In 1960, this figure totalled $52,471,276 as 
compared with $55,052,938 a year earlier. 


Investments in property and equipment at the 
close of the year under review totalled $16,656,566, 
an increase of $580,790 over the $16,075,776 
recorded in 1959. The amount of outstanding capital 
stock dropped slightly to $7,536,673 from $7,720,202. 


The value of financial paper issued during the 
year fell to $146,029,950 from $155,035,926, due 
mainly to a decline of $8.2 million in domestic and 
foreign money order sales. ‘‘C.O.D.’’ cheques 
amounted to $17,971,578 as against $19,134,412 
in 1959. 


The number of employees in the railway express 
industry in Canada declined during the current year 
to 10,733 from 11,411 in 1959. Salaries and wages 
during the same period totalled $40,206,239 as com- 
pared with $42,673,976, indicating an average 
annual wage of $3,746 in 1960 as against $3,740 in 
1959. Commissions paid to other than employees 
amounted to $2,736,817 in contrast to $2,985,627. 


During 1960 railway express service was 
available to Canadians over a combined land, sea 
and air distance of 62,154 miles. This compares 
with 67,523 miles in 1959.

RAILWAY EXPRESS 
FOOL 


Presented in this report are statistics of rail- 
way express operations in Canada for the year 
1961. A short historical review of the express 
business is given in the 1949 edition of this publi- 
cation. The express services of motor carriers and 
airlines are included in the annual reports, Motor 
Carriers — Freight, Passenger Bus Statistics, and 
Civil Aviation but are not separable. There tends 
to be Some overlapping in reporting express statis- 
tics. Airlines often utilize the pick-up and delivery 
facilities of the railway express companies, and 
express service to off-rail points is sometimes ar- 
ranged through licenced motor-carriers. The Airlines 
also carry some rail-express shipments on an ‘‘as 
available’’ basis. 


The tables which follow show the financial 
and operating results of five express organizations. 
The Canadian Pacific Express Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the Canadian Pacific Railway, handles 
that Company’s express business, while the express 
services of the Algoma Central and Hudson Bay 
Railway, the Canadian National System and the 
Northern Alberta Railways are carried on by depart- 
ments of the three railway companies. The Railway 
Express Agency operates mainly over the Canadian 
sections of United States lines. The latter company 
collects the gross revenue and other income from 
express operations, pays its operating expenses, 
taxes, interest, etc., and the remainder known as 
‘‘rail transportation revenue’’ is distributed among 
and paid to the railroads over which express opera- 
tions are conducted. Thus, the Railway Express 
Agency can have no profit nor accumulate any sur- 
plus for itself. The Agency is owned by a number 
of class 1 U.S. railroads. 


Review of 1961 Results 


Gross receipts of the five railway express 
companies operating in Canada during 1961 totalled 
$81,098,805, a decline of 4.6 per cent from 
$84,986,847 in 1960. Express privileges (the portion 
of earnings paid other railways for carrying the 
express packages) amounted to $17,875,713 as 
compared with $23,242,445 in 1960. Thus operating 


revenues amounted to $63,223,092, up 2.4 per cent 
from $61,744,402 the previous year. Operating ex- 
penses rose 2.5 per cent to $62,674,794 from 
$61,123,030 and, as a result, the net operating 
income fell slightly to $548,298 from $621,372 
in 1960. 


A breakdown of operating revenues shows that 
those incidental to transportation totalled 
$79,089,294 in 1961 in contrast to $82,866,675 in 
1960. Other miscellaneous revenues such as custom 
house brokerage fees, money orders, travellers’ 
cheques, etc. aggregated $2,009,511 in comparison 
with $2,120,172. 


Transportation expenses, as in previous years, 
accounted for over 85 per cent of all operating 
costs. In 1961, this figure totalled $54,173,692 as 
compared with $52,471,276 in 1960. 


Investments in express property and equipment 
at the close of 1961 totalled $16,410,738, down 
from the $16,656,566 of the previous year. This 
reduction was mainly the result of equipment re- 
tirements reported in 1960. The amount of outstand- 
ing capital stock rose slightly to $7,816,489 from 
$1, DoG;0 los 


The value of financial paper issued by railway 
express companies during the year fell to 
$140,519,846 from $146,029,950, almost entirely 
as a result of a $6.3 million decline in domestic 
and foreign money order sales. 


Fmployees in the railway express industry in 
Canada, including those engaged full and part time, 
totalled 10,454 in 1961 as compared with 10,733 
in 1960. Salaries and wages during the same period 
rose to $42,408,663 from $40,206,239, indicating 
an average annual wage of $4,057 as against 
$3,746 a year earlier. Commissions paid during 
1961 amounted to $2,733,174 as compared with 
$2,736,817 in 1960. 


In 1961 railway express service was available 
to Canadians over a combined land, sea and air 
distance of 65,523 miles. This compares with 
62,514 miles in the previous year.

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RAILWAY EXPRESS 
1962 


Presented in this report are statistics of rail- 
way express operations in Canada for the year 
1962. A short historical review of the express 
business is given in the 1949 edition of this publi- 
cation. The express services of motor carriers and 
airlines are included in the annual reports, Motor 
Carriers — Freight, Passenger Rus Statistics, and 
Civil Aviation but are not separable. There tends 
to be some overlapping in reporting express statis- 
tics. Airlines often utilize the pick-up and delivery 
facilities of the railway express companies, and 
express service to off-rail points is sometimes ar- 
ranged through licenced motor-carriers. The Airlines 
also carry some rail-express shipments on an ‘‘as 
available’’ basis. 


The tables which follow show the financial 
and operating results of five express organizations. 
The Canadian Pacific Express Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the Canadian Pacific Railway, handles 
that company’s express business, while the express 
services of the Algoma Central and Hudson Bay 
Railway, the Canadian National System and the 
Northern Alberta Railways are carried on by depart- 
ments of the three railway companies. The Railway 
Express Agency operates mainly over the Canadian 


sections of United States lines. The latter company 
collects the gross revenue and other income from 
express operations, pays its operating expenses, 
taxes, interest, etc., and the remainder known as 
‘‘rail transportation revenue’’ is distributed among 
and paid to the railroads over which express opera- 
tions are conducted. Thus, the Railway Express 
Agency can have no profit nor accumulate any sur- 
plus for itself. The Agency is owned by a number 
of class 1 U.S. railroads. 


Review of 1962 Results 


During 1962 the five railway express companies 
operating in Canada reported an increase of 3.4 per 
cent in gross receipts to $83,877,337 from 
$81,098,805 in 1961. Express privileges (the portion 
of earnings paid other railways for carrying the 
express packages) totalled $19,041,953 as against 
$17,875,713 in the previous year. Thus, operating 
revenues rose 2.6 per cent to $64,835,384 from 
$63,223,092 in 1961. Operating expenses were up 
2.3 per cent to $64,086,906 from $62,674,794 and, 
as a result, the net operating income rose to 
$748,478 from $548,298 one year earlier.

NET OPERATING INCOME 


A breakdown of operating revenues shows 
that those incidental to transportation totalled 
$81,792,579 in 1962 in contrast to $79,089,294 in 
the previous year. Other miscellaneous revenues 
such as custom house brokerage fees, money orders, 
travellers’ cheques, etc. aggregated $2,084,758 as 
compared with $2,009,511 in 1961. 


As in previous years, transportation expenses 
accounted for over 85 per cent of all operating 
costs. This figure amounted to $54,834,257 in 1962 
as compared with $54,173,692 in the earlier year. 


Investments in real property and equipment at 
the close of the year under review totalled 
$16,051,397, a drop of $359,341 over the $16,410,738 
recorded in 1961. The amount of outstanding capital 
stock rose to $9,455,089 from $7,816,489. 


The value of financial paper issued by railway 
express companies continued to decline in 1962, 
dropping to $137,434,334 from $140,519,846. This 
drop was due almost entirely to a $3.1 million 
decrease in domestic and foreign money order sales. 


The number of persons employed by the railway 
express industry in Canada in 1962 totalled 9,431, 
down from 10,454 in the previous year. Salaries and 
wages dropped to $40,046,861 from $42,408,663, 
indicating an average annual wage of $4,246 as 
against $4,057 in 1961. Commissions paid to other 
than employees amounted to $2,558,148 in contrast 
to $2,733,174. 


During 1962 railway express service was 
available to Canadians over a combined land, sea 
and air distance of 70,985 miles. This compares 
with 65,523 miles in the previous year.

RAILWAY EXPRESS 
1963 


INTRODUCTION 


The organization of express operations in North 
America dates back to 1839. In that year, a former 
conductor on the Boston and Worcester Railway 
named William Frederick Harndon advertised arrange- 
ments to carry small parcels and packages between 
Boston and New York and to attend to the purchase 
of goods as well as the purchase of drafts, notes 
and other financial papers. Alvin Adams, also of 
the United States, followed with a similar service 
in 1840 and during the next five years express 
systems were incorporated by numerous others, and 
operated between the more important towns in the 
U.S. The celebrated ‘‘pony express’’ was started in 
1860 providing service between San Francisco and 
St. Joseph, Missouri. 


The Canadian Express Company was incorpo- 
rated in 1865 and thus was the pioneer express 
company in Canada. The Grand Trunk Railway 
purchased its’ capital stock in 1891. The Dominion 
Express Company was incorporated in 1882 in trust 
for the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian Northern 
Express Company appeared in 1902 operating over 
Canadian Northern lines. On the taking over of the 
Canadian Northern and Grand Trunk Railways by the 
Government and the consolidation of the Canadian 
National System, the express businesses of the two 
companies were amalgamated under one management 
from 1921 and named Canadian National Express. 
The Central Canada Express Company was taken 
over by Canadian National in 1928 but during the 
next year, on the formation of the Northern Alberta 
Railways, the express business formerly handled by 
Canada Express became a department of the new 
company. The Northern Alberta Railways Company 
is a joint operation of the Canadian National and 
Canadian Pacific Railways. The British America 
Express Company operated over the Algoma Central 
lines until 1931. 


When there was a general consolidation of 
railways in the United States during the First World 
War, the express companies operating on Canadian 
sections of U.S. railways were amalgamated under 
the name American Railway Express. This was 
succeeded in 1930 by the Railway Express Agency, 
which is now owned by the principal Class 1 rail- 
roads in the U.S. 


In the beginning, express companies in Canada 
set their own rates but in 1906 they were placed 
under the Railway Commission. In 1919 a rate 
system was established which grouped the country 
into three main blocks or districts for express 


purposes and in 1928 a regular tariff was established 
for air express between Toronto and Rimouski; the 
first regular organized air express service in this 
country. 


Express is carried by railways, airlines, motor 
transport and steamship. In addition to the movement 
of goods, express companies offer other services, 
one of which is the transmission of money, through 
the medium of travellers’ cheques, money orders and 
other types of financial paper. 


Today, there are two express companies in 
operation in Canada, the Canadian Pacific Express 
Company and the Railway Express Agency, and 
three railways having departments to handle their 
express services. These are the Canadian National 
Railways, the Algoma Central and Hudson Bay 
Railway and the Northern Alberta Railways. 


During the past few years the two major 
Canadian railways, in particular, have introduced 
and are continuing to develop a new integrated 
service for package freight and less-than-carload- 
lot shipments. Merchandise Services and Express 
Freight, as they are called by the C.P.R. and C.N.R., 
respectively, are an attempt to provide a speedier, 
low-cost, flexible service for shippers, employing 
the most efficient use of the various forms of trans- 
port. Each of these when organized will operate 
under one administration. The gradual] consolidation 
of these services has been taking place across the 
two large systems over the past three or four years 
and is now nearing completion. The effects of the 
changing express concept on statistics reported in 
this series are difficult to measure and will perhaps 
remain so until the integration processes have been 
completed. 


Statistical Analysis, 1963 


Gross receipts of express business moved by 
rail in Canada in 1963 totalled $79,031,998, a 
decline of 5.8 per cent from $83,877,337 in 1962. 
Express privileges (the portion of earnings paid 
railways for carrying express packages) amounted 
to $16,167,030 as compared with $19,041,953 the 
previous year. As a result, total operating revenues, 
declined to $62,864,968, down 3.0 per cent from 
$64,835,384. Operating expenses dropped 3.1 per 
cent to $62,127,111 from $64,086,906 and the 
resulting net operating income was $737,857, a 
slight decrease from $748,478 in 1962. 


RAILWAY EXPRESS 
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A breakdown of operating revenues shows that 
those incidental to transportation totalled 
$76,956,878 in 1963 as compared with $81,792,579 
in 1962. Other revenues such as customhouse 
brokerage fees, money orders, travellers’ cheques, 
etc. aggregated $2,075,120 in contrast to $2,084,758 
the previous year. 


As in the past, transportation expenses ac- 
counted for over 85 per cent of all operating costs. 
In 1963, this figure totalled $52,697,774 as com- 
pared with $54,834,257 in 1962. 


Investments in real property and equipment at 
the close of 1963 advanced to $16,538,190 from 
$16,051,397. The amount of outstanding capital 
stock dropped to $9,293,257 from $9,455,089 one 
year earlier. 
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The value of financial paper issued during the 
year under review fell to $135,523,112 from 
$137,434,334 due mainly to a drop of $1.4 million 
in domestic and foreign money orders sales. 


The number of employees engaged in the rail 
express business in Canada declined in 1963, 
dropping to 8,282 from 9,431 a year earlier. Salaries 
and wages during the same periods totalled 
$35,386,525 and $40,046,861, respectively, indi- 
cating an average annual wage of $4,273 in 1963 as 
against $4,246 in 1962. Commissions paid to other 
than employees amounted to $2,316,610 as against 
$2,530,511. 


Curing 1963 express services provided by the 
railways were available to Canadians over a com- 
bined land, sea and air distance of 74,293 route 
miles. This compared with 70,985 miles in the 
previous year.

Merchandise Services and Express- 
freight, as they are called by the CPR and CNR 
respectively, are an attempt to provide a speedier, 
more economical and more flexible service for 
shippers, through the coordination and use of piggy- 
back and other rail and highway transport techniques. 


CP’s Merchandise Services embodies the in- 
tegration of express, rail L.C.L. and truck opera- 
tions, and all ground service for air cargo and air 
express. This involves the consolidation of the 
passenger train express service, cartage, pick-up 
and delivery, and freight shed operations into a 
Single operation with its own handling, loading and 
hauling facilities. 


Introduced on a gradual basis in 1959 on Van- 
couver Island, Merchandise Services was extended 
to various points in British Columbia in 1960, 
Alberta in 1961 and Saskatchewan and Manitoba to 
the Lakehead in 1963. In Eastern Canada the opera- 
tion is not yet fully integrated but consolidation of 
express and less-than-carload freight handling was 
completed in 1964. 


CN’s. coordinated service, Express-freight,

in the districts surrounding these central points. 
Important operational concepts of the plan are the 
railhead principle and the master agency idea; the 
former refers to a community which becomes desig- 
nated as the main distributing center for a defined 
area; the latter provides customers in smaller, 
scattered communities surrounding the railhead 
with the advantages of urban-type railway communi- 
cations and service. 


Introduced on an experimental basis in the 
Atlantic Region in 1959, Express-freight is now 
operating at a number of communities across the 
CN system. 


The effects of the changing express concept on 
statistics reported in this publication are difficult 
to measure and will remain so until the integration 


processes have been completed. At that time it is 
proposed to review this publication and incorporate 
any necessary changes in the presentation of the 
data.

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Express privileges (the portion of express company 
earnings paid railways for carrying express pack- 
ages) amounted to $16,162,703 as against 
$16,167,030 the previous year. Thus, operating 
revenues (gross receipts minus express privileges) 
amounted to $65,565,304, up 4.3 per cent from 
$62,864,968 in 1963. Operating expenses rose 4.5 
per cent to $64,918,242 from $62,127,111 and, as a 
result, the net operating income declined to $647,062 
from $737,857 in 1963.

A breakdown of express operating revenues 
shows’ that those incidental to transportation 
amounted to $79,748,367, up from $76,956,878 in 
1963. Other revenues such as customhouse brokerage 
fees, money orders, travellers’ cheques, etc., 
totalled $1,979,640 in contrast to $2,075,120 one 
year earlier. 


As in previous years, transportation expenses 
accounted for over 85 per cent of all operating 
costs. This figure amounted to $55,018,592 in 1964 
as compared with $52,697,774 in the previous 
year. 


Investments in real property and equipment at 
the close of 1964 totalled $11,421,189, a drop of 
$5,117,001 from $16,538,190 in 1963. This decline 
was mainly attributable to the transfer of property 
investments to railway accounts following the 
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physical integration of express and L.C.L. freight 
services. 


The number of employees engaged in the rail 
express business in Canada continued to decline in 
1964 and further reflected the road-rail consolidation 
processes. Employment totalled 7,346 in 1964, down 
from 8,282 a year earlier and from 10,733 in 1960. 
Total salaries and wages in 1964 declined to 
$32,398,891 from $35,386,525 but average annual 
earnings rose to $4,410 from $4,273 a year earlier. 
Commissions paid to other than express employees 
amounted to $2,233,255 as against $2,316,610 in 
1963. 


During 1964 express services as provided by 
railways operating in Canada were available over a 
combined land, sea and air distance of 76,025 route 
miles. This compared with 74,293 miles in the 
earlier year.

RAILWAY EXPRESS 


1965 


INTRODUCTION 


The organization of express operations in North 
America dates back to 1839. In that year, a former 
conductor on the Boston and Worcester Railway 
named William Frederick Harndon advertised arrange- 
ments to carry small parcels and packages between 
Boston and New York and to attend to the purchase 
of goods as well as the purchase of drafts, notes 
and other financial papers. Alvin Adams, also: of 
the United States, followed with a similar service 
in 1840 and during the next five years express 
systems were incorporated by numerous others, and 
operated between the more important towns in the 
U.S. The celebrated ‘‘pony express’’ was started in 
1860 providing service between San Francisco and 
St. Joseph, Missouri. 


The Canadian Express Company was incorpo- 
rated in 1865 and thus was the pioneer express 
company in Canada. The Grand ‘Trunk Railway 
purchased its’ capital stock in 1891. The Dominion 
Express Company was incorporated in 1882 in trust 
for the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian Northern 
Express Company appeared in 1902 operating over 
Canadian Northern lines. On the taking over of the 
Canadian Northern and Grand Trunk Railways by the 
Government and the consolidation of the Canadian 
National System, the express businesses of the two 
companies were amalgamated under one management 
from 1921 and named Canadian National Express. 
The Central Canada Express Company was taken 
over by Canadian National in 1928 but during the 
next year, on the formation of the Northern Alberta 
Railways,the express business formerly handled by 
Canada Express became a department of the new 
company. 


When there was a general consolidation of 
railways in the United States during the First World 
War, the express companies operating on Canadian 
sections of U.S. railways were amalgamated under 
the name Ame:ican Railway Express. This was 
succeeded in 1930 by the Railway Express Agency, 
which is now owned by the principal Class 1 rail- 
roads in the U.S. 


In the beginning, express companies in Canada 
set their own rates but in 1906 they were placed 
under the Railway Commission. In 1919 a rate 
system was established which grouped the country 
into three main blocks or districts for express 
purposes andin1928 a regular tariff was established 
for air express between Toronto and Rimouski; the 
first regular organized air express service in this 
country. 


Express traffic is carried by railways, airlines, 
motor transport and steamship. In addition to the 
movement of goods, express companies offer other 


services, one of which is the transmission of money, 
through the medium of travellers’ cheques, money 
orders and other types of financial paper. 


Today, there are two express companies in 
operation in Canada, the Canadian Pacific Express 
Company and the Railway Express Agency, and three 
railways having departments to handle their express 
services. These are the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, the Algoma Central Railway and the Northern 
Alberta Railways. 


During the past few years the Canadian Pacific 
and the Canadian National Railways have introduced 
and are continuing to develop new integrated 
services for package freight and less than carload 
shipments. Merchandise Services and Express- 
freight, as they are called by the CPR and CNR 
respectively, are an attempt to provide a speedier, 
more economical and more flexible service for 
shippers, through the coordination and use of piggy- 
back and other rail and highway transport techniques. 


CP’s Merchandise Services embodies the in- 
tegration of express, rail L.C.L. and truck opera- 
tions, and all ground service for air cargo and air 
express. This involves the consolidation of the 
passenger train express service, cartage, pick-up 
and delivery, and freight shed operations into a 
single operation with its own handling, loading and 
hauling facilities. 


Introduced on a gradual basis in 1959 on Van- 
couver Island, Merchandise Services was extended 
to various points in British Columbia in 1960. 
Alberta in 1961 and Saskatchewan and Manitoba to 
the Lakehead in 1963. In Eastern Canada the opera- 
tion is not yet fully integrated but consolidation of 
express and less-than-carload freight handling was 
completed in 1964. 


CN’s coordinated service, Express-freight, 
emerged from the gradual consolidation of express 
and L.C.L. freight services across the system and 
is based on trains handling the long haul between 
centrally-located road-rail terminals, and highway 
vehicles performing pick-up and delivery services 
in the districts surrounding these central points. 
Important operational concepts of the plan are the 
trailhead principle and the master agency idea; the 
former refers to a community which becomes desig- 
nated as the main distributing center for a defined 
area; the latter provides customers in smaller, 
scattered communities surrounding the railhead 
with the advantages of urban-type railway communi- 
cations and service. 


Introduced on an experimental basis in the 
Atlantic Region in 1959, Express-freight is now 
operating at a number of communities across the 
CN system. 


The effects of the changing express concept on 
statistics reported in this publication are difficult 
to measure and will remain so until the integration 
processes have been completed. At that time it is 
proposed to review this publication and incorporate 
any necessary changes in the presentation of the 
data. 


Statistical Analysis, 1965 


Gross receipts of rail express companies in 
Canada in1965increased 5.1 per cent to $85,927,546 
from $81,728,007 in 1964. Express privileges (the 
portion of earnings paidrailways forcarrying express 
traffic) amounted to $17,949,002 as compared with 
$16,162,703 the previous year. Asa result, operating 
revenues (gross receipts minus express privileges) 
rose 3.7 per cent to $67,978,544 from $65,565, 304 a 


year earlier. Operating expenses were up 3.7 per 
cent to $67,329,413 from $64,918,242, resulting ina 
slight gain in net income to $649,131 from $647,062 
in 1964. 


A breakdown of express operating revenues 
shows that those incidental to transportation 
totalled $84,037,759 in 1965, up from $79,748, 367 
one year earlier. Other revenues such as custom- 
house brokerage fees, money orders, travellers’ 
cheques, etc., aggregated $1,889,787 in contrast to 
$1,979,640 in 1964, 


AS in the past, transportation expenses ac- 
counted for over 80 per cent of all operating costs. 
The 1965 figure amounted to $55,953.652 as compared 
with $55,018,592 in 1964.

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Investments in real property and equipment at 
the close of 1965 advanced to $12,603,506 from 
$11,421,189. The amount of outstanding capital 
stock remained the same as the previous year at 
$6,071,119. 


The numberof employees engaged in rail express 
operations in Canada continued to decline in 1965, 
reflecting the further integration of expresspersonnel 
into railway operations. Employees dropped to 
6,565 in 1965 from 7,346 a year earlier and from 
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10,733 in 1961. Total salaries and wages in 1965 
declined to $30,957,769 from $32,398,891 but the 
average annual earnings rose to $4,716 from $4,410 
a year earlier. Commissions paid to other than 
express employees amounted to $1,684,263 in 
contrast to $2,233,255 in 1964, 


During 1965 express services as provided by 
railways operating in Canada were available over a 
combined land, sea and air distance of 80,265 route 
miles. This compares with 76.025 miles in 1964.

INTRODUCTION 


The organization of express operations in North 
America dates back to 1839. In that year, a former 
conductor on the Boston and Worcester Railway 
named William Frederick Harndon advertised arrange- 
ments to carry small parcels and packages between 
Boston and New York and to attend to the purchase 
of goods as well as the purchase of drafts, notes 
and other financial papers. Alvin Adams, also: of 
the United States, followed with a similar service 
in 1840 and during the next five years express 
systems were incorporated by numerous others, and 
operated between the more important towns in the 
U.S. The celebrated ‘‘pony express’’ was started in 
1860 providing service between San Francisco and 
St. Joseph, Missouri. 


The Canadian Express Company was incorpo- 
rated in 1865 and thus was the pioneer express 
company in Canada. The Grand ‘Trunk Railway 
purchased its’ capital stock in 1891. The Dominion 
Express Company was incorporated in 1882 in trust 
for the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian Northern 
Express Company appeared in 1902 operating over 
Canadian Northern lines. On the taking over of the 
Canadian Northern and Grand Trunk Railways by the 
Government and the consolidation of the Canadian 
National System, the express businesses of the two 
companies were amalgamated under one management 
from 1921 and named Canadian National Express. 
The Central Canada Express Company was taken 
over by Canadian National in 1928 but during the 
next year, on the formation of the Northern Alberta 
Railways, the express business formerly handled by 
Canada Express became a department of the new 
company. 


When there was a general consolidation of 
railways in the United States during the First World 
War, the express companies operating on Canadian 
sections of U.S. railways were amalgamated under 
the name American Railway Express. This was 
succeeded in 1930 by the Railway Express Agency, 
which is now owned by the principal Class 1 rail- 
roads in the U.S. 


In the beginning, express companies in Canada 
set their own rates but in 1906 they were placed 
under the Railway Commission. In 1919 a rate 
system was established which grouped the country 
into three main blocks or districts for express 
purposes andin1928 a regular tariff was established 
for air express between Toronto and Rimouski; the 
first regular organized air express service in this 
country. 


Express traffic is carried by railways, airlines, 
motor transport and steamship. In addition to the 
movement of goods, express companies offer other 


services, one of which is the transmission of money, 
through the medium of travellers’ cheques, money 
orders and other types of financial paper. 


Today, there are two express companies in 
operation in Canada, the Canadian Pacific Express 
Company and the Railway Express Agency, and three 
railways having departments to handle their express 
services. These are the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, the Algoma Central Railway and the Northern 
Alberta Railways. 


During the past few years the Canadian Pacific 
and the Canadian National Railways have introduced 
and are continuing to develop new integrated 
services for package freight and less than carload 
shipments. Merchandise Services and Express- 
freight, as they are called by the CPR and CNR 
respectively, are an attempt to provide a speedier, 
more economical and more flexible service for 
shippers, through the coordination and use of piggy- 
back and other rail and highway transport techniques. 


CP’s Merchandise Services embodies the in- 
tegration of express, rail L.C.L. and truck opera- 
tions, and all ground service for air cargo and air 
express. This involves the consolidation of the 
passenger train express service, cartage, pick-up 
and delivery, and freight shed operations into a 
single operation with its own handling, loading and 
hauling facilities. 


Introduced on a gradual basis in 1959 on Van- 
couver Island, Merchandise Services was extended 
to various points in British Columbia in 1960. 
Alberta in 1961 and Saskatchewan and Manitoba to 
the Lakehead in 1963. In Eastern Canada the opera- 
tion is not yet fully integrated but consolidation of 
express and less-than-carload freight handling was 
completed in 1964. 


CN’s coordinated service, Express-freight, 
emerged from the gradual consolidation of express 
and L.C.L. freight services across the system and 
is based ou trains handling the long haul between 
centrally-located road-rail terminals, and highway 
vehicles performing pick-up and delivery services 
in the districts surrounding these central points. 
Important operational concepts of the plan are the 
railhead principle and the master agency idea; the 
former refers to a community which becomes desig- 
nated as the main distributing center for a defined 
area; the latter provides customers in smaller, 
scattered communities surrounding the railhead 
with the advantages of urban-type railway communi- 
cations and service. 


Introduced on an experimental basis in the 
Atlantic Region in 1959, Express-freight is now 
Operating at a number of communities across the 
CN system. 


The effects of the changing express concept on 
statistics reported in this publication are difficult 
to measure and will remain so until the integration 
processes have been completed. At that time it is 
proposed to review this publication and incorporate 
any necessary changes in the presentation of the 
data. 


To eliminate duplicate reporting and to uncover 
statistical gaps, the Dominion Bureau of statistics 
uses the Canadian Standard Industrial Classifica- 
fioniGelvC?): 


The Standard Industrial Classification (Cata- 
logue No. 12-501) provides a set of groups and 
classes suitable for the compilation of Statistics 
related to different industries. The building block 
(reporting unit) which is fitted into the above 
structure is the ‘‘establishment’’. An establishment 
can be defined as the smallest unit which is a 
separate operating entity capable of reporting 
principal elements of input and output. While the 
establishment is typically a factory, mine, store or 


similar unit and in most cases is a Separate firm. 
It may encompass two or more operating units which 
are not necessarily in the same location. It can 
also be an individual working on his own account. 


Industry 506, Railway Transport, as classified 
in the S.I.C. includes establishments primarily 
engaged in operating railways. The kinds of activi- 
ties normally carried on by railway establishments 
embraces the operation of commuter service (but 
not street railways), maintenance of way and 
structures, maintenance of equipment (including 
that carried on in railway Shops) dining car and 
sleeping car services, freight, express and the 
Operation of railway terminal facilities. Road 
transportation services operated by railway estab- 
lishments and providing pick-up and delivery for 
the freight or express services of the railway are 
included in this industry but long distance trucking 
owned by railway companies is usually set up as 
separate eStablishments classified to the trucking 
industry. 


RAILWAY EXPRESS 
THE DISPOSITION OF GROSS RECEIPTS FROM OPERATIONS 
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Statistical Analysis, 1966 


Gross receipts of the larger rail express com- 
panies in Canada in 1966 increased 3.9 per cent to 
$89,265,075 from $85,927,546 in 1965. Express 
priviliges (rights granted express companies to 
handle express matter on trains and at station) 
amounted to $15,631,246 as compared with

$17,949,002 the previous year. As a result, operating 
revenues (gross receipts minus express privileges) 
rose 8.3 per cent to $73,633,829 from $67,978,544 
a year earlier. Operating expenses were up 8.5 per 
cent to $73,051,191 from $67,329,413, resulting in 
a drop in net income to $582,638 from $649,131 
in 1965.

A breakdown of express operating revenues 
shows that those incidental to transportation 
totalled $87,546,470 in 1966, up from $84,037,759 
one year earlier. Other revenues such as custom- 
house brokerage fees, money orders, travellers’ 
cheques, etc., aggregated $1,718,605 in contrast to 
$1,889,787 in 1965. 


As in the past, transportation expensés ac- 
counted for over 80 per cent of all operating costs. 
The 1966 figure amounted to $60,569,119 as com- 
pared with $55,953,652 in 1965. 


Investments in real property and equipment at 
the close of 1966 advanced to $12,981,148 from 
$12,603,506. The amount of outstanding capital 
stock remained the same as the previous year at 
$6,071,119. 


The number of employees engaged in rail 
express operations in Canada continued to decline 
in 1966, reflecting the further integration of express 
personnel into railway operations. Employees 
dropped to 6,205 in 1966 from 6,565 a year earlier 
and from 9,431 in 1962. Total salaries and wages 
in 1966 rose to $31,226,983 from $30,957,769 and 
average annual earnings rose to $5,033 from $4,716 
a year earlier. Commissions paid to other than 
expresS employees amounted to $1,014,540 in 
contrast to $1,684,263 in 1965. 


During 1966 express services aS provided by 
railways operating in Canada were available over 
a combined land, sea and air distance of 82,840 
route miles. This compares with 80,265 miles in 1965.

and other financial papers. Alvin Adams, also of 
the United States, followed with a similar service 
in 1840 and during the next five years express 
systems were incorporated by numerous others, and 
operated between the more important towns in the 
U.S. The celebrated ‘‘pony express’’ was started in 
1860 providing service between San Francisco and 
St. Joseph, Missouri. 


The Canadian Express Company was incorpo- 
rated in 1865 and thus was the pioneer express 
company in Canada. The Grand ‘Trunk Railway 
purchased its’ capital stock in 1891. The Dominion 
Express Company was incorporated in 1882 in trust 
for the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian Northern 
Express Company appeared in 1902 operating over 
Canadian Northern lines. On the taking over of the 
Canadian Northern and Grand Trunk Railways by the 
Government and the consolidation of the Canadian 
National System, the express businesses of the two 
companies were amalgamated under one management 
from 1921 and named Canadian National Express. 
The Central Canada Express Company was taken 
over by Canadian National in 1928 but during the 
next year, on the formation of the Northern Alberta 
Railways,the express business formerly handled by 
Canada Express became a department of the new 
company. 


When there was a general consolidation of 
railways in the United States during the First World 
War, the express companies operating on Canadian 
sections of U.S. railways were amalgamated under 
the name American Railway Express. This was 
succeeded in 1930 by the Railway Express Agency, 
which is now owned by the principal Class 1 rail- 
roads in the U.S. 


In the beginning, express companies in Canada 
set their own rates but in 1906 they were placed 
under the Railway Commission. In 1919 a rate 
system was established which grouped the country 
into three main blocks or districts for express 
purposes andin1928 a regular tariff was established 
for air express between Toronto and Rimouski; the 
first regular organized air express service in this 
country. 


Express traffic is carried by railways, airlines, 
motor transport and steamship. In addition to the 
movement of goods, express companies offer other 


services, one of which is the transmission of money, 
through the medium of travellers’ cheques, money 
orders and other types of financial paper. 


Today, there are two express companies in 
operation in Canada, the Canadian Pacific Express 
Company and the Railway Express Agency, and three 
railways having departments to handle their express 
services. These are the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, the Algoma Central Railway and the Northern 
Alberta Railways. 


During the past few years the Canadian Pacific 
and the Canadian National Railways have introduced 
and are continuing to develop new integrated 
services for package freight and less than carload 
shipments. Merchandise Services and Express- 
freight, as they are called by the CPR and CNR 
respectively, are an attempt to provide a speedier, 
more economical and more flexible service for 
shippers, through the coordination and use of piggy- 
back and other rail and highway transport techniques. 


CP’s Merchandise Services embodies the in- 
tegration of express, rail L.C.L. and truck opera- 
tions, and all ground service for air cargo and air 
express. This involves the consolidation of the 
passenger train express service, cartage, pick-up 
and delivery, and freight shed operations into a 
single operation with its own handling, loading and 
hauling facilities. 


Introduced on a gradual basis in 1959 on Van- 
couver Island, Merchandise Services was extended 
to various points in British Columbia in 1960. 
Alberta in 1961 and Saskatchewan and Manitoba to 
the Lakehead in 1963. In Eastern Canada the opera- 
tion is not yet fully integrated but consolidation of 
express and less-than-carload freight handling was 
completed in 1964. 


CN’s. coordinated service, Express-freight, 
emerged from the gradual consolidation of express 
and L.C.L. freight services across the system and 
is based on trains handling the long haul between 
centrally-located road-rail terminals, and highway 
vehicles performing pick-up and delivery services 
in the districts surrounding these central points. 
Important operational concepts of the plan are the 
railhead principle and the master agency idea; the 
former refers to a community which becomes desig- 
nated as the main distributing center for a defined 
area; the latter provides customers in smaller, 
scattered communities surrounding the railhead 
with the advantages of urban-type railway communi- 
cations and service. 


Introduced on an experimental basis in the 
Atlantic Region in 1959, Express-freight is now 
operating at a number of communities across the 
CN system. 


Sa ame 


Combined rates affecting express and less 
than carload shipments which became effective 
during 1967 has made it difficult to separate 
revenues between the two types of traffic and 
with the physical integration of traffic the sep- 
aration of expenses becomes obscure. In this 
respect 1967 revenues and expenses of the Algoma 
Central Railway are included in railway operations 
with the exception of revenue derived from money 
orders and C.O.D. cheques. 


The effects of the changing express concepts on 
statistics reported in this publication are difficult 
to measure and will remain so until the integration 
processes have been completed. At that time it is 
proposed to review this publication and incorporate 
any necessary changes in the presentation of the 
data. 


To eliminate duplicate reporting and to uncover 
statistical gaps, the Dominion Bureau of statistics 
uses the Canadian Standard Industrial Classifica- 
tions (S:ie@: )s 


The Standard Industrial Classification (Cata- 
logue No. 12-501) provides a set of groups and 
classes suitable for the compilation of statistics 
related to different industries. The building block 
(reporting unit) which is fitted into the avove 


structure is the ‘‘establishment’’. An establishment 
can be defined as the smallest unit which is a 
separate operating entity capable of reporting 
orincipal elements of input and output. While the 
estavlishment is typically a factory, mine, store or 
similar unit and in most cases is a separate firm. 
It may encompass two or more operating units which 
are not necessarily in the same location. It can 
also be an individual working on his own account 


Industry 506, Railway Transport, as classified 
in the S.I.C. includes establishments primarily 
engaged in operating railways. The kinds of activi- 
ties normally carried on by railway establishments 
enbraces the operation of commuter service (but 
not street railways), maintenance of way and 
structures, maintenance of equipment (including 
that carried on in railway Shops) dining car and 
sleeping car services, freight, express and the 
operation of railway terminal facilities. Road 
transportation services operated by railway estab- 
lishments and providing pick-up and delivery for 
the freight or express Services of the railway are 
included in this industry but long distance trucking 
owned by railway companies is usually set up as 
separate eStablishments classified to the trucking 
industry.

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Statistical Analysis, 1967 


Gross receipts of the larger rail express 
companies in 1967 rose 1.5 per cent to $90,565,028 
from $89,265,075 in 1966. Express. privileges 
(rights granted express companies to handle express 
matter on trains and at stations) amounted to 
$19,283,852 as compared with $15,631,246 the

previous year. AS a result, operating revenues 
(gross receipts minus express privileges) decreased 
3.2 per ‘cent to $71,281,176 from $73,633,829 in 
the earlier year. Operating expenses declined 3.5 
per cent to $70,483,002 from $73,051,191, resulting 
in a net operating income of $798,174 as compared 
to $582,638 in 1966. 


A breakdown of express operating revenues 
shows that those incidental to transportation total- 
led $88,585,841 in 1967, up from $87,546,470 one 
year earlier. Other revenues such as customhouse 
brokerage fees, money orders, travellers’ cheques, 
etc., aggregated $1,979,187 in contrast to $1,718,605 
in 1966. 


As in the past, transportation expenses ac- 
counted for over 80 per cent of all operating costs. 
The 1967 figure amounted to $57,046,480 and this 
compared with $60,569,119 in 1966. 


Investments in real property and equipment 
at the close of 1967 advanced to $13,210,922 
from $12,981,148. The amount of outstanding 
capital stock remained the same as the previous 
year at $6,071,119. 


sh Ses 


The number of employees engaged in rail 
express operations in Canada continued to decline 
in 1967, reflecting the further integration of express 
personnel into railway operations. Employees 
dropped to 4,892 in 1967 from 6,205 a year earlier 
and from 8,282 in 1963. Total salaries and wages 
in 1967 declined to $25,699,120 from $31,226,983 
but average annual earnings rose to $5,253 from 
$5,033 a year earlier. Commissions paid to other 
than express employees amounted to $971,037 as 
compared with $1,014,540 in 1966. 


During 1967 express services as_ provided 
by railways operating in Canada were available 
over a combined land, sea and air distance of 
86,874 route miles. This compared with 82,840 
miles in 1966.

INTRODUCTION 


A Word of Caution 


The revolutionary changes which have taken 
place in this industry in recent years have made 
year-on-year comparisons of express. statistics 
subject to grave misinterpretation if not viewed in 
their proper perspective. For example, the sharp 
drop in employees reported by Canadian National in 
1968 does not reflect any drastic reduction in opera- 
tions, but rather a change in classification which 
now records most of these employees as working 
for the railway instead of for the express depart- 
ment. The recent introduction of combined rates 
covering express and L.C.L. freight has made the 
separation of express revenue somewhat difficult. 
Similarly the introduction of the Merchandise Serv- 
ices concept, involving the integration of express, 
L.C.L. and truck traffic, has complicated the allo- 
cation of expenses to express operations. 


The whole area of express statistics is present- 
ly under review by DBS in view of the above chan- 
ges. In the meantime users are advised to consult 
this office or one of the railway or express com- 
panies whenever data from this publication is being 
used to support wage cases, in economic analyses, 
or in other important studies. 


Results of 1968 Operations 


Gross operating revenues reported by the 4 
major express -carriers rose 17.6 per cent to 
$97,483,178 in 1968 from $90,565,028 in 1967. Ex- 
press privileges (amounts paid the railway com- 
panies for using railway transportation facilities) 
eased slightly to $19,078,939 from $19,283,852 the 
year before. AS a result net operating revenues 
came to $78,404,239, up from $71,281,176 in 1967. 
Operating expenses came to $77,161,262 leaving 
the usual small profit on the books of the express 
operators. Net income, including other income and 
deductions, came to $1,326,032 compared with 
$880,435 the previous year. 


Money orders and other financial paper issued 
totalled $129,242,337, up 4.1 per cent from the 
1967 figure of $124,129, 236. 


The number of express offices in Canada at 
year end totalled 1,891 for the 4 major carriers, 
down from a total of 1,954 a year before. However 
route mileage covered in Canada rose slightly to 
87,663 from 86,874 the year previous. 
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Basis of Industrial Classification 


To eliminate duplicate reporting and to uncover 
statistical gaps, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
uses the Canadian Standard Industrial Classifica- 
tion (S.1.C.). 


The Standard Industrial Classification (Cata- 
logue No. 12-501) provides a set of groups and 
classes suitable for the compilation of statistics 
related to different industries. The building block 
(reporting unit) which is fitted into the above 
structure is the ‘‘establishment’’. An establishment 
can be defined as the smallest unit which is a 
separate operating entity capable of reporting 
principal elements of input and output. While the 
establishment is typically a factory, mine, store or 
similar unit and in most cases is a Separate firm, 
it may encompass two or more operating units 
which are not necessarily in the same location. It 
can also be an individual working on his own 
account. 


Industry 506, Railway Transport, as classified 
in the S.I.C. includes establishments primarily en- 
gaged in operating railways. The kinds of activities 
normally carried on by railway establishments em- 
braces the operation of commuter service (but not 
street railways), maintenance of way and structures, 
maintenance of equipment (including that carried on 
in railway shops) dining car and sleeping car serv- 
ices, freight, express and the operation of railway 
terminal facilities. Road transportation services 
operated by railway establishments and providing 
pick-up and delivery for the freight or express serv- 
ices of the railway are included in this industry but 
long distance trucking operations owned by railway 
companies are usually set up as Separate establish- 
ments classified to the trucking industry. 


Historical Background 


The organization of express operations in North 
America dates back to 1839. In that year, a former 
conductor on the Boston and Worcester Railway 
named William Frederick Harndon advertised ar- 
rangements to carry small parcels and packages 
between Boston and New York and to attend to the 
purchase of goods as well as the purchase of 
drafts, notes and other financial papers. Alvin 
Adams, also of the United States, followed with a 
Similar service in 1840 and during the next five 
years express systems were incorporated by numer- 
ous others, and operated between the more important 
towns in the U.S. The celebrated ‘‘pony express’’ 
was started in 1860 providing service between San 
Francisco and St. Joseph, Missouri. 


The Canadian Express Company was _ incorpo- 
rated in 1865 and thus was the pioneer express 
company in Canada. The Grand Trunk Railway 
purchased its’ capital stock in 1891. The Dominion 
Express Company was incorporated in 1882 in trust 
for the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian Northern 
Express Company appeared in 1902 operating over 
Canadian Northern lines. On the taking over of the 
Canadian Northern and Grand Trunk Railways by 


the Government and the consolidation of the Cana- 
dian National System, the express businesses of 
the two companies were amalgamated under one 
management from 1921 and named Canadian 
National Express. The Central Canada Express 
Company was taken over by Canadian National in 
1928 but during the next year, on the formation of 
the Northern Alberta Railways, the express business 
formerly handled by Canada Express became a 
department of the new company. 


When there was a general consolidation of 
railways in the United States during the First World 
War, the express companies operating on Canadian 
sections of U.S. railways were amalgamated under 
the name American Railway Express. This was 
succeeded in 1930 by the Railway Express Agency, 
which is now owned by the principal Class 1 rail- 
roads in the U.S. 


In the beginning, express companies in Canada 
set their own rates but in 1906 they were placed 
under the Railway Commission. In 1919 a rate 
system was established which grouped the country 
into three main blocks or districts for express 
purposes and in 1928 a regular tariffwas established 
for air express between Toronto and Rimouski; the 
first regular organized air express service in this 
country. 


Express traffic is carried by railways, airlines, 
motor transport and steamship. In addition to the 
movement of goods, express companies offer other 
services, one of which is the transmission of money, 
through the medium of travellers’ cheques, money 
orders and other types of financial paper. 


Today, there are two express companies in 
operation in Canada, the Canadian Pacific Express 
Company and the Railway Express Agency, and 
three railways having departments to handle their 
express services. These afte the Canadian National 
Railways, the Algoma Central Railway and the 
Northern Alberta Railways. 


During the past few years the _Canadian Pacific 
and the Canadian National Railways have _intro- 
duced and are continuing to develop new integrated 
services for package freight and less than carload 
Shipments. Merchandise Services and Express- 
freight, as they are called by the CPR and CNR 
respectively, are an attempt to provide a speedier, 
more economical and more flexible service for 
shippers, through the coordination and use of piggy- 
back and other rail and highway transport tech- 
niques. 


CP’s Merchandise Services embodies the in- 
tegration of express, rail L.C.L. and truck opera- 
tions, and all ground service for air cargo and air 
express. This involves the consolidation of the 
passenger train express service, cartage, pick-up 
and delivery, and freight shed operations into a 
Single operation with its own handling, loading and 
hauling facilities. 


Introduced on a gradual basis in 1959 on Van- 
couver Island, Merchandise Services was extended 
to various points in British Columbia in 1960. 
Alberta in 1961 and Saskatchewan and Manitoba to 
the Lakehead in 1963. In Eastern Canada the opera- 
tion is not yet fully integrated but consolidation of 
express and less-than-carload freight handling was 
completed in 1964. 


CN’s coordinated service, Express-freight, 
emerged from the gradual consolidation of express 
and L.C.L. freight services across the system and 
is based on trains handling the long haul between 
centrally-located road-rail terminals, and highway 
vehicles performing pick-up and delivery services 
in the districts surrounding these central points. 
Important operational concepts of the plan are the 
railhead principle and the master agency idea; the 
former refers to a community which becomes desig- 
nated as the main distributing center for a defined 


area; the latter provides customers in smaller, 
scattered communities surrounding the railhead 
with the advantages of urban-type railway communi- 
cations and service. 


Introduced on an experimental basis in the 
Atlantic Region in 1959, Express-freight is now 
operating at a number of communities across the 
CN system. 


Combined rates affecting express and less 
than carload shipments which became effective 
during 1967 has made it difficult to separate 
revenues between the two types of traffic and 
with the physical integration of traffic the sep- 
aration of expenses becomes obscure. In this 
respect 1968 revenues and expenses of the Algoma 
Central Railway are included in railway operations 
with the exception of revenue derived from money 
orders and C.O.D. cheques.

Gross operating revenues reported by express 
carriers rose 11.4 per cent to $108,589,451 in 1969 
from $97 ,483,178 in 1968. Express privileges (amounts 
paid the railway companies for using railway trans- 
portation facilities) rose to $24,355,029 from 
$19,078,939 the year before. AS a result net operat- 
ing revenues came to $84,234 ,422,up from $78 ,404 ,239 
in 1968. Operating expenses came to $82,621,930 
leaving the usual small profit on the books of the 
express operators. Net income, including other in- 
come and deductions, came to $1,620,862 compared 
with $1,326,032 the previous year. 


Money orders and other financial paper issued 
totalled $117,557,992, down 9.4 per cent from the

Basis of Industrial Classification 


To eliminate duplicate reporting and to uncover 
statistical gaps, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
uses the Canadian Standard Industrial Classifica- 
tion (S.1.C.). 


The Standard Industrial Classification (Cata- 
logue No. 12-501) provides a set of groups and 
classes suitable for the compilation of statistics 
related to different industries. The building block 
(reporting unit) which is fitted into the above 
structure is the ‘‘establishment’’. An establishment 
can be defined as the smallest unit which is a 
separate operating entity capable of reporting 
principal elements of input and output. While the 
establishment is typically a factory, mine, store or 
similar unit and in most cases is a Separate firm, 
it may encompass two or more operating units 
which are not necessarily in the same location. It 
can also be an individual working on his own 
account. 


Industry 506, Railway Transport, as classified 
in the S.I.C. includes establishments primarily en- 
gaged in operating railways. The kinds of activities 
normally carried on by railway establishments em- 
braces the operation of commuter service (but not 
street railways), maintenance of way and structures, 
maintenance of equipment (including that carried on 
in railway shops) dining car and sleeping car serv- 
ices, freight, express and the operation of railway 
terminal facilities. Road transportation services 
operated by railway establishments and providing 
pick-up and delivery for the freight or express Serv- 
ices of the railway are included in this industry but 
long distance trucking operations owned by railway 
companies are usually set up as separate establish- 
ments classified to the trucking industry. 


Historical Background 


The organization of express operations in North 
America dates back to 1839. In that year, a former 
conductor on the Boston and Worcester Railway 
named William Frederick Harndon advertised ar- 
rangements to carry small parcels and packages 
between Boston and New York and to attend to the 
purchase of goods as well as the purchase of 
drafts, notes and other financial papers. Alvin 
Adams, also of the United States, followed with a 
Similar service in 1840 and during the next five 
years express systems were incorporated by numer- 
ous others, and operated between the more important 
towns in the U.S. The celebrated ‘‘pony express’’ 
was started in 1860 providing service between San 
Francisco and St. Joseph, Missouri. 


The Canadian Express Company was incorpo- 
rated in 1865 and thus was the pioneer express 
company in Canada. The Grand Trunk Railway 
purchased its’ capital stock in 1891. The Dominion 
Express Company was incorporated in 1882 in trust 
for the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian Northern 
Express Company appeared in 1902 operating over 
Canadian Northern lines. On the taking over of the 
Canadian Northern and Grand Trunk Railways by 


the Government and the consolidation of the Cana- 
dian National System, the express businesses of 
the two companies were amalgamated under one 
management from 1921 and named Canadian 
National Express. The Central Canada Express 
Company was taken over by Canadian National in 
1928 but during the next year, on the formation of 
the Northern Alberta Railways, the express business 
formerly handled by Canada Express became a 
department of the new company. 


When there was a _ general consolidation of 
railways in the United States during the First World 
War, the express companies operating on Canadian 
sections of U.S. railways were amalgamated under 
the name American Railway Express. This was 
succeeded in 1930 by the Railway Express Agency, 
which is now owned by the principal Class 1 rail- 
roads in the U.S. 


In the beginning, express companies in Canada 
set their own rates but in 1906 they were placed 
under the Railway Commission. In 1919 a rate 
system was established which grouped the country 
into three main blocks or districts for express 
purposes and in 1928 a regular tariffwas established 
for air express between Toronto and Rimouski; the 
first regular organized air express service in this 
country. 


Express traffic is carried by railways, airlines, 
motor transport and steamship. In addition to the 
movement of goods, express companies offer other 
services, one of which is the transmission of money, 
through the medium of travellers’ cheques, money 
orders and other types of financial paper. 


Today, there are two express companies in 
operation in Canada, the Canadian Pacific Express 
Company and the Railway Express Agency, and 
three railways having departments to handle their 
express services. These are the Canadian National 
Railways, the Algoma Central Railway and the 
Northern Alberta Railways. 


During the past few years the-Canadian Pacific 
and the Canadian National Railways have intro- 
duced and are continuing to develop new integrated 
services for package freight and less than carload 
Shipments. Merchandise Services and Express- 
freight, as they are called by the CPR and CNR 
respectively, are an attempt to provide a speedier, 
more economical and more flexible service for 
shippers, through the coordination and use of piggy- 
back and other rail and highway transport tech- 
niques. 


CP’s Merchandise Services embodies the in- 
tegration of express, rail L.C.L. and truck opera- 
tions, and all ground service for air cargo and air 
express. This involves the consolidation of the 
passenger train express service, cartage, pick-up 
and delivery, and freight shed operations into a 
Single operation with its own handling, loading and 
hauling facilities.

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Introduced on a gradual basis in 1959 on Van- 
couver Island, Merchandise Services was extended 
to various points in British Columbia in 1960. 
Alberta in 1961 and Saskatchewan and Manitoba to 
the Lakehead in 1963. In Eastern Canada the opera- 
tion is not yet fully integrated but consolidation of 
express and less-than-carload freight handling was 
completed in 1964. 


CN’s coordinated service, Express-freight, 
emerged from the gradual consolidation of express 
and L.C.L. freight services across the system and 
is based on trains handling the long haul between 
centrally-located road-rail terminals, and highway 
vehicles performing pick-up and delivery services 
in the districts surrounding these central points. 
Important operational concepts of the plan are the 
trailhead principle and the master agency idea; the 
former refers to a community which becomes desig- 
nated as the main distributing center for a defined 


area; the latter provides customers in smaller, 
scattered communities surrounding the railhead 
with the advantages of urban-type railway communi- 
cations and service. 


Introduced on an experimental basis in the 
Atlantic Region in 1959, Express-freight is now 
operating at a number of communities across the 
CN system. 


Combined rates affecting express and less 
than carload shipments which became effective 
during 1967 has made it difficult to separate 
revenues between the two types of traffic and 
with the physical integration of traffic the sep- 
aration of expenses becomes obscure. In this 
respect 1968 revenues and expenses of the Algoma 
Central Railway are included in railway operations 
with the exception of revenue derived from money 
orders and C.O.D. cheques.

A Word of Caution 


The revolutionary changes which have taken 
place in this industry in recent years have made 
year-On-year comparisons of express. statistics 
subject to grave misinterpretation if not viewed in 
their proper perspective. A sharp decline in the 
number of employees between 1966 and 1968, for 
example did not reflect any great curtailment of 
Operations, but rather a decision by one major road 
to transfer most of its express employees from the 
express department to the railway proper. Accord- 
ingly to avoid possibly misleading our readers it 
has been decided to delete employee data from this 
publication. The sections on capital stock, invest- 
ments and equipment inventory have been retained, 
however it should be borne in mind that these too 
have been affected by the different positions of the 
four express operations within the corporate struc- 
tures of their respective organizations.

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When there was a general consolidation of 
railways in the United States during the First World 
War, the express companies operating on Canadian 
sections of U.S. railways were amalgamated under 
the name American Railway Express. This was 
succeeded in 1930 by the Railway Express Agency, 
which is now owned by the principal Class 1 rail- 
roads in the U.S. 


In the beginning, express companies in Canada 
set their own rates but in 1906 they were placed 
under the Railway Commission. In 1919 a rate 
system was established which grouped the country 
into three main blocks or districts for express 
purposes and in1928 a regular tariff was established 
for air express between Toronto and Rimouski; the 
first regular organized air express service in this 
country. 


Express traffic is carried by railways, airlines, 
motor transport and steamship. In addition to the 
movement of goods, express companies offer other 
services, one of which is the transmission of money, 
through the medium of travellers’ cheques, money 
orders and other types of financial paper. 


Today, there are two express companies in 
operation in Canada, the Canadian Pacific Express 
Company and R.E.A. Express (Canada) Limited 
and two railways having departments to handle their 
express services. These are the Canadian National 
Railways and the Northern Alberta Railways. 


During the past few years the Canadian Pacific 
and the Canadian National Railways have intro- 
duced and are continuing to develop new integrated 
services for package freight and less than carload 
shipments. Merchandise Services and Express and 
Inter modal Services as they are called by the CPR 
and CNR respectively, are an attempt to provide a 
speedier, more economical and more flexible service 
for shippers, through the coordination and use of 
piggyback and other rail and highway transport 
techniques. 


Combined rates affecting express and less 
than carload shipments which became effective 
during 1967 has made it difficult to separate 
revenues between the two types of traffic and 
with the physical integration of traffic the separation 
of expenses becomes obscure.
